For the last 16 years, a mile of new 
railroad track has been constructed and 
equipped each working day, on an av- 
erage, {under the immediatedirection of 
James Jerome Hill. “He has greater 
transportation interests,” says one 
well-informed writer, "than any other 
one man on the continent.” And that 
means, of course, greater than any oth- 
er one man in the world. In his Great 
Northern system are 7,000 miles of 
track. In his Northern Pacific he has 
about 5,000 miles; and in the Burling- 
ton system there are 8,000. If the three 
lines were placed end to end in a single 
t'ack, they would reach from Seattle, 
across the continent, across the Atlan- 
tic, across Europe and Asia, to the 
Eastern shores of China, where one 
might take one of Hill’s big Pacific line 
steamers and complete the trip to Se- 
attle. Even as matters now stand one 
may start at Buffalo, go to Duluth on 
one lof his’fine fleet of lake steamers, 
go on to the Pacific on one of his rail- 
roads, and then[on to Shanghai on an- 
other of his boats, making half the cir- 
cuit of;the world. And so far is he 
from being satisfied with his stupendu- 
ous development of his own transporta- 
tion interests that, viewing the needs 
of the country as a whole in the near 
future, he declared recently in an ear- 
nest speech that we need “at Once” 
the construction of 115,000 more miles 
of railroad track. There is not money 
enough in the country, he holds, nor 
can rails enough be made in five years’ 
time to supply what we ought to have 
to-day*
